Nixon's 
assistant for domestic policy, 
announced at a news confer­ 
ence Friday in nearby Newport 
Beach that the President or­ 
dered FAA Administrator John 
Shaffer to assure 100 per cent 
inspection in some form for all 
commuter passengers. Previous 
government 
regulations 
re- 
qured a 10 per cent screening 
ratio, Ehriichman said. 
Nixon acted alter two Pacific 
Southwest 
Airlines 
planes, 
which carry air commuters in 
California, 
were 
hijacked 
in 
two days. 
‘The President has followed 
news of the recent hijackings," 
and has been very concerned, 
particularly 
about 
commuter 
airlines," the aide said. "'These 
include such airlines as Pacific 
Southwest Airlines of California 
and the East Coast shuttle runs 
between Boston and New York. 
An FAA spokseman in Wash­ 
ington said the new rules apply­ 
ing to shuttle lights require 
that all passengers must show 
two pieces of identification and 
that all carry-on luggage will 
be searched. 
In addition, the spokesman 
added, body searches will be 
instituted when it appears war­ 
ranted or justified. 
Sources indicated each piece 
of baggage or each purse might 
not be physically searched. But 
they said that the airline would 
continue to rely heavily on met­ 
al detection devices which, if 
they record a warning signal, 
could lead to searches.

Eclipse Of Sun To Be Visible 
Over Most Of Nation Monday 


NEW YORK (AP) — A thou- 
be exposed to the dangers of 
sand-mile-an-hour shadow will 
sweep the earth Monday, the 
mark of an eclipse of the sun. 
The shadow wiE dip down at 
the Sakhalin Islands off north­ 
ern Japan, then race across the 
coast 
of 
Siberia, 
northern 
Alaska, Canada and the Mari­ 
time Provinces. 
All of the rest of the United 
States, except Hawaii, will be 
able-w eather 
permitting—to 
see a partial elipse. 
Watching from, the sidewalks 
of New York City a. viewer may 
be able to see 79.5 per cent of 
the sun darkened. From Chi­ 
cago, 63 per cent will be cov­ 
ered; 
from 
Denver, 
36 
per 
cent; from San Francisco, 14 
per cent. 
In New York, the eclipse will 
begin, according to the Ameri­ 
can 
Museum-Hayden 
Plan­ 
etarium, at 3:22:45.3 p.m. East­ 
ern Daylight Time, reach its 
maximum at 4:42:11.9 and end 
at 5:45:11.0.

While 
scientists

aboard jet planes chasing the 
shadow to lengthen the precious 
few seconds that the eclipse is 
total, only one second of care­ 
lessness on earth in watching 
the 
sun 
could 
produce 
per­ 
manent blindness. 
"Looking at the unshielded 
face of the sun with the naked 
eye or through any optical de­ 
vice., such as the viewfinder of 
a camera, tan seriously dam­ 
age the eye,’ says a warning 
from the Eastman Kodak Co. 
A person must use a filter to 
look directly at the sun. Kodak 
says—a filter that will not only 
reduce the visible energy of the 
sun but. will also reduce suf­ 
ficiently the invisible ultraviolet 
and infrared radiation which 
can cause instant eye damage, 
including blindness, without the 
person being aware of it. 
Such a filter can be made 
with two pieces of black and 
white film which has been com­ 
pletely exposed, and fully devel­ 
oped to maximum density. 
“Negligence," says George T. 
Keene, a photographic engineer 
at Kodak, “will result in almost 
certain damage to the retina of 
the eye. It is possible that only 
one second of carelessness can 
result in permanent blindness..." 
Color film should not be used 
as a filter because it does not 
contain enough metallic silver 
to reflect infrared radiation. 
The safest method of viewing 
is indirect: look at the reflec­ 
tion in a pool of water, stand 
with one’s back to the sun and 
project the sun’s image through 
a tiny hole in a cardboard onto 
a screen 10 feet away or point 
the large end of a telescope or 
binoculars toward the sun and 
focus the image onto a sheet of 
white paper or cloth held a foot 
or two from the eyepiece. 
An eclipse of the sun is pro­ 
duced When the moon moves 
between the sun and the earth. 
The 
moon, 
casting 
a 
cone- 
shaped 
shadow 232.000 miles 
onto the earth, travels at 2,100 
miles per hour. 
Subtracting, the 1.040 mile per 
hour rotation of the earth, at 
the equator and traveling in the 
same direction, the apparent 
speed of the shadow is 1,060 
miles per hour, and increasing 
as the eclipse path moves away 
from the equator.

Earnings per share of com­

A retail rate increase of 11.1 
per cent effective May 11, is 
estimated to provide additional 
annual revenues of $18.8 mil­ 
lion. A wholesale rate increase 
of $4.2 million a year went into 
effect February 8, 1972, subject 
to refund depending on the out­ 
come of the case pending before 
the Federal Power Commission.

Do you carry a gun? 
Have you had cnickenpox? 
Do you fasten the seat belt in your car? 
How old is, or was, your mother? 
These are a few of the questions asked 
in a health hazard appraisal by family 
physicians. 
This is part of a recent development 
called “prospective medicine.” 
The home base of this project is the 
Methodist Hospital of Indiana, common­ 
ly called Indianapolis Methodist and one 
of the five largest community hospitals 
in America. 
The hospital is a focal point for this 
approach to preventive m e d i c i n e 
because of the presence there of Dr. 
Lewis C. Robbins, a Hoosier native who 
retired in 1965 as chief of the U. S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service’s Cancer Control Pro­ 
gram. 
Dr. Robbins’ program started the 
“prospective 
medicine" 
approach 
by 
giving it to Temple Univeristy as a sum- 
iqer project in 1959. The idea was ex­ 
panded at George Washington Univer­ 
sity medical school in 1963 and 1964. 
Methodist Hospital introduced pro­ 
spective medicine into its continuing 
education program in 1963. 
This concerns you more than you 
think. It may be the medical practice 
of the future. 
Here’s 
how 
prospective 
medicine 
works: 
You feel fine, but have increasing de­ 
pendents and growing responsibilities. 
You go to a physician who uses Metho­ 
dist Hospital’s Health Hazard Appraisal 
service and say: 
“Doc, how long am I likely to live? I 
mean, what are the odds and can I make 
them better?’’ 
The physician will explain the pro­ 
gram. It has a motto — “Get this patient 
safely through the next 10 years." 
Dr. Robbins says, “We all know what 
the odds are against us living forever. 
A 10-year segment is enough to consider 
at one time." 
“This important thing here,” he ex­ 
plains, “is that mortality tables are avail­ 
able for every age group, by sex and race. 
These are for the average person. They 
work fine for an insurance actuary deal­ 
ing with large numbers. 
“But there is no average person," he 
insists, 
So, in a health hazard appraisal, a pa­ 
tient’s family and personal medical his­ 
tory, physical and mental condition, and 
“life style" are recorded. 
At a certain age, the average person’s 
chances of succumbing to one of the 
major causes of death, within the next 
ten years, are pretty well established. 
The Health Hazard Appraisal office 
takes the detailed report on the specific 
patient. It can say quickly whether his 
chances are worse "or better than average 
of dying, within the next ten years, from 
the commoner causes in his age group. 
The appraisers go beyond that and tell 
a patient how he can improve his chanc­ 
es where the odds are bad. 
For example, a white male, 15 to 19 
years old, has about a 50 to 1 chance of 
surviving the next 10 years. If he dies, 
the strongest possibility is traffic acci­ 
dent injuries (627 of 1,440 deaths per 
100,000 in his age group). If he drinks 
to excess, the risk of dying in an auto 
crash are five times worse. 
Black males, aged 15 to 19, face the 
statistical probability there will be 2,180 
deaths per 100,000 in their group over 
the next ten years. The leading cause of 
death will be homicides, 488. 
The Negro boy’s chance of being slain 
is 10 times greater if he has an arrest 
record for burglary, robbery and assault. 
The chance is doubled if he carries a 
weapon. 
In one true record of a white minister, 
in the 40-44 age group, the appraisal 
showed that if everybody in his class had 
his history, background and habits, the 
death rate in the next 10 years would be 
7.753 per 100,000. It actually is 5,560 per 
100,000, so the patient was older than 
his years for survival purposes. He was 
headed for heart trouble. 
Where do you go Irom there? 
The seivice tells how to improve the 
bad odds: such things as quitting smok­ 
ing, quitting drinking, try more exercise, 
fastening seat belts and stopping gun 
toting. There are many more aids to 
longevity. 
This can mean changing a person’s en­ 
tire life style. 
The family physician takes the ap 
praisal and lays it before the patient in 
an easily understood risk chart. 
Presumably the patient is willing to 
go to some trouble to live longer or he 
wouldn’t have asked. 
If he is, Doc will check him out on 
progress and show him where his risks 
have diminished. 
If he isn’t — well, maybe it was nice 
knowing him.

FLOATING PARKING 
DETROIT (AP) — Edmund Craig, 50, 
a part-time inventor, thinks he has the 
solution to downtown Detroit’s parking 
problems. 
He has designed a floating, multi-story 
parking garage to ease the riverfront car 
storage squeeze. Primary port for the 
floating garage would be on the Detroit 
River, docked near the site of a proposed 
$ 126-million domed sports stadium. 
“There’s no use 
wasting acres and 
acres of valuable land on ungodly look­ 
ing parking lots," Craig said. He said 
the mitial engineering plans call for a 
three-tiered garage set on pontoons or 
barge-type supports, accommodating at 
least 445 cars on each of the three decks. 
Craig, who owns Glen Eden Hospital 
in suburban Warren, said he got the idea 
for the floating garage from watching 
a travel film which showed a line of 
barges half-a-mile long strung out be­ 
hind a tug on the Rhine River in Ger­ 
many. 
As for financing, Craig said the city 
of Detroit could absorb the building 
costs, which he estimated at more than 
$1 million. 
“Even if it takes $5 million or $6 mil­ 
lion to build, it’d be a lot cheaper than 
spending $20 million on parking lots,” 
Craig said. “At least you’d be able to 
use the land for something construc­ 
tive.”

My number two son, a motor­ 
cycle enthusiast, paid the $4 ad­ 
mission charge to watch the 
festivities on July 3. Some 15 
jumpers had registered to share 
in the $13,750 prize money paid 
to date. It is amazing what peo­ 
ple will do for money. Brent Va­ 
na 1st won $5,000, setting the 
world’s record when he jumped 
196 feet, 4 inches. Landing in 
the mud, ending up in the hos­ 
pital with two broken legs, a 
dislocated elbow and facial lac­ 
erations. 
A Roachdale 
man bettered 
this mark jumping 198 feet 9 
inches He won $5000' and is 
in critical condition at the hos­ 
pital. Another 24 year old earn­ 
ed $1000' for the jump which 
left him in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at the hospital. 
Only ten of the advertised 
jumpers made the attempt. My 
son told me the reason was due 
to the delay in ambulances re­ 
turning to the lake from their 
hospital runs. 
Conflicting

ports credit either three or five 
of the jumpers making the hos­ 
pital trip with two still in the 
hospital from jumps earlier in 
the summer. 
We banned dog racing in In­ 
diana and frown on rodeos as 
too cruel but it is difficult to 
find any laws that have been 
broken by the jumping.

CHICAGO (AP) — If toe re­ 
search groups who scare Amer­ 
ican parents about three times 
a week by reporting the proj­ 
ected cost of a college educa­ 
tion in toe 1980s really wanted 
to be useful they’d look into 
nursery schools. 
It probably serves some sa­ 
distic instinct to let parents 
know that by the timé their 3- 
year-old is too big for Sesame 
Street it will cost $93,000 or 
some other absurd, figure to put 
him through college. 
But 
what 
about 
nursery 
schools with the bills that come 
every month, now? 
One theory is that nursery 
schools were started by people 
who loved children and toler­ 
ated money. A second theory is 
that it works the other way. 
Wives, 
of 
course, 
endorse 
nursery 
schools. 
Where 
else 
can they find daytime baby-sit­ 
ters? 
Husbands who pay for nur­ 
sery schools don’t have too 
much to say about it. 'They 
probably have been flatly in­ 
formed that their precious dar­ 
ling will be introverted if she 
doesn’t learn to play with other 
children at an early age. 
'So, for $25 to $50 a month, 
depending on how often the 
child goes 
and whether the 
“kiddie kar” picks up and de­ 
livers, toe modern American 
daddy has the joy of knowing 
Ms child is enjoying life. 
However, he never knows for 
certain because when he asks, 
“What did you do in nursery 
school?” the only response is, 
“I played.”
